Drive Against Communism

I T IS the opinion of the Knights of

it a legal “sc+icme” to protect com¬ 
merce from injury resulting from 
the denial by employers of the right 
of employees to organize and “from 
the refusal of employers to accept 
the procedure of collective bargain¬ 
ing" 

The broad constitutionality of the 
act, was strongly noted by the chief 
justice. He declared that: 

“We think it clear that the na¬ 
tional labor relations act may be 
construed so as to operate within 
the spirit of constitutional author¬ 
ity.” 

Hughes defined the right of em¬ 
ployees to self-organization and to 
select their representatives for col¬ 
lective bargaining as “a fundamen¬ 
tal right.” 

Regarding the vital point of the 
application of the interstate com¬ 
merce clause of the Constitution, 
Hughes declared: 

“The congressional authority to 
protect interstate commerce from 
burdens and obstructions is not 
limited to transactions w'hich can 
be deemed to be an essential part 
of a ‘flow’ of interstate or foreign 
commerce. Burdens or obstructions 
may be due to injurious action 
springing from other sources.” 

In the case of the Associated 
Press, concerning the dismissal of 
Morris Watson, a New York edi¬ 
torial employee, the court w’as split, 

5 to 4. The majority opinion, read 
by Justice Roberts, held that the 
act does not “abridge the freedom 
of speech or of the press safe-guard¬ 
ed by the first amendment” to the 
Constitution. The court took the view 
that Watson was dismissed not be¬ 
cause his work was unsatisfactory 
but because of his activities in the 
Newspaper Guild, and ordered his 
reinstatement. 

Dissenting conservatives, com¬ 
prising Justices Willis Van Devan- 
ter, George Sutherland, James C. 
McReynolds and Pierce Butler, con¬ 
tended that the act should not be 
applied to the Associated Press be¬ 
cause its provisions violated the 
“freedom of the press” clause of 
the Constitution. They found that if 
the act interfered with the ability of 
the Associated Press to maintain a 
policy of impartial news reporting, 
it must fall under the freedom of 
the press guaranty. 

The three other cases, in each of 
which the Wagner act was upheld, 
involved dismissal of 18 employees 
by an interstate bus company; a 
dispute between t h e Fruehauf 
Trailer Company of Detroit, Mich., 
and the United Automobile Workers 
Union; and a dispute between the 
Friedmann - Harry Marks Cloth¬ 
ing Company of Richmond Va., and 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers. In 
the bus case the decision was unani¬ 
mous; in the others the division 
was 5 to 4.

Prime Minister Baldwin 
Will Soon Quit Office 
p REQUENT reports that Stanley 
Baldwin W'ould soon retire from 
the post of prime minister of Great 
Britain were confirmed by him in 
a speech to the 
members of his con¬ 
stituency at Wor¬ 
cester. It is expect¬ 
ed he will quit office 
almost immediately 
after the coronation 
of King George VI 
on May 12, and 
there seems little 
doubt that his suc¬ 
cessor w'ill be Ne¬ 
ville Chamberlain, 
now chancellor of 
the exchequer. 

In his Worcester address Mr. 
Baldwin said: “It is far better to 
go when people may still think of 
you as perhaps not incompetent 
in your work than to stay until they 
know before you do that you are be¬ 
coming incompetent. 

“In a democratic country the 
prime minister is not only the head 
of a government, but he is the lead¬ 
er of a party and the leader of the 
house of commons. To carry on 
that tripartite task for many years 
beyond the age I have now reached 
is, in my belief, beyond the strength 
of human nature.” 

The prime minister’s long service 
to his country will be rewarded by 
elevation to the peerage.

CENATOR JAMES HAMILTON 
LEWIS of Illinois told the senate 
that he believes the time has come 
for President Roosevelt to call an 
international peace conference that 
would revise the treaty of Ver¬ 
sailles. He said the object of the 
conference would be to reach a 
“new disposition that might content 
the nations that are now in revolt 
and which continue in conflict be¬ 
cause of the affront and injury they 
feel w'as worked upon them under 
the terms of the treaty.”

Trans-Atlantic Air Service 
Soon to Be Realized 
'T' RANS-ATLANTIC air service 
between the United States and 
Great Britain may be expected to 
start almost immediately, for the 
last obstacle in its way was re¬ 
moved by an agreement with Can¬ 
ada concerning routes through the 
Dominion. 

Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
J. Monroe Johnson announced that 
two routes through Canada had 
been made available for trans-At- 
lantic flying craft that will make a 
I total of four trips a week.

' is by way of Shediac, N. B., and the 
other through Montreal. The hop- 
off point for eastward flights over 
the ocean would be from Bottwood,

Farmers Must Pay More 
to Raise 1937 Crops 
A CCOKDING to the Department 
^ * of Agriculture American farm¬ 
ers will have to pay more to raise 
their crops in 1937 than they did 
last year. F'arm labor will cost 
more. Seed prices already have ad¬ 
vanced sharply, and feed prices will 
be materially higher than in 1936. 

The department said farm wage 
rates will continue the “slow rise 
of the last three years” due to an 
increase in both the nonagricultural 
and agricultural demand for labor. 

The department forecast that 
“production and sales of farm ma¬ 
chinery during 1937 probably will 
exceed those of 1936—which were 
the highest since 1930—and equz^

ASHINGTON. — Too much 
sugar! Too much sugar in 
the cane brakes and in the 
sugar beet areas; too 
much sugar produced in Java as 
well as in Cuba. New Orleans fight¬ 
ing against Denver—because sug¬ 
ar is a mainstay in each of these 
w'idcly separated cities—and the 
whole business is concentrated at 
Washington where congress is now 
fretting over the necessity to es¬ 
tablish limits on sugar production 
and importation and at the same 
time subsidize our domestic sugar 
cane and sugar beet growers. 

President Roosevelt has sent a 
message to congress suggesting the 
necessity for new sugar quotas; it 
looks to me that as a result of his 
efforts to make everyone happy 
someone will hav’e to be stung, and 
this year I think the sugar refiners 
are elected for that disappointment. 
'Their hope is for a clear field~but 
ril miss my guess if they don’t 
have to suffer the competition of 
sugar from some of our wards 
and neighbors—Puerto Rico and Ha¬ 
waii especially. 

Congressmen and senators from 
beet and cane areas are waiting 
almost with clubs to repel the first 
sign of increased shipments from 
the various islands I mentioned— 
and yet those islands need sugar 
prosperity and need it badly. The 
Department of Agriculture has 
planned to put Hawaii and Puerto 
Rico on about the same level as 
our own domestic sugar. 'That per¬ 
mits raw sugar from those islands 
to compete with continental United 
States sugar—and what a row that 
is making in congress. Also, there’s 
a word of caution from the Philip¬ 
pines. The wily Japanese are wait¬ 
ing to see whether we rebuff the 
Philippine sugar business. If so, 
Japan will open the door wide for 
Philippine sugar, sugar cane, mo¬ 
lasses and so forth. Then the Japs 
would have a fine opportunity to 
make friends with the new Philip¬ 
pine commonwealth on commercial 
terms. 

Head men in the administration 
feel that a large part of the ill feel¬ 
ing in congress among representa¬ 
tives of various sugar interests has 
been fomented by strong sugar-re¬ 
fining lobbies. American sugar 
manufacturers, it is claimed (and 
the President is said to share this 
belief) have aroused an antagonism 
against Puerto Rico and Hawaii, 
which are looked upon by our gov¬ 
ernment as a part of the American 
area under the stars and stripes. 
What the refiners and continental 
producers would like is a quota re¬ 
ducing the amount of sugar to come 
from Hawaii and Puerto Rico. The 
administration does not favor this 
reduction and the matter is being 
fought out in congressional com¬ 
mittees—and it will be in the open 
soon. 


the sincere desire of this govern¬ 
ment is to maintain peace through¬ 
out the world. To the average 
peace-lover who does not believe in 
navies, all that can be said is that 
there is a difference of opinion as 
to the best means of guaranteeing 
peace.

HAT France and Russia are 
^ flagrantly violating the Spanish 
civil war neutrality agreement by 
sending aid to the Madrid govem- 
ment is the charge flatly made by 
Virginio Gayda, Italian editor who 
IS generally regarded as voicing the 
views of Premier Mussolini. 

Gayda said 25 officers of the 
French general staff were mapping 
the strategy of the loyalists espe- 
cially on the front northeast of Ma¬ 
drid, and that transshipment had 
been permitted through France of 
much war material made In the 
United States. He alleged that Ed¬ 
ouard Daladier, French minister of 
war, is receiving reports on the per¬

England and France are appar¬ 
ently building up some sort of a 
foundation on which they will be 
able to ask for credit or aid of some 
sort in the event they need it for 
war purposes.

One fine thing we took to heart 
after the World war was the reduc¬ 
tion of armaments. We actually 
sent our battleships to the scrap 
heap. Now we are building up 
our navy again simply because oth¬ 
er nations, led by Japan, will not 
walk in the ways of peace. So, as 
we once led the world in reducing, 
we’re out in front now in the way 
of building a navy that will be an 
adequate defense against the en¬ 
croachments of a mad dog dynasty 
in Europe. It is difficult for the 
average peace-loving American to 
understand how a government can 
talk peace and txpand oavias; y#t 


which some of our trucculent oppo¬ 
sition speakers and editors refer to 
constantly as “the rubber stamp 
body.” No sooner had Roosevelt 
sent congress a message on the sub¬ 
ject of a reorganized and efficient 
government set-iip manned by gov¬ 
ernment employees chosen for mer¬ 
it and ability without regard to poli¬ 
tics (the civil service rule), than 
congress set to work to frame a 
new government body devoid of up- 
to-date civil service principles, but 
offering a wide open pork barrel to 
the hungry politicians. In other 
words, the President asked con¬ 
gress to quit being merely political 
and do something constructive, and 
congress answers by going as far 
into tlie political murk as any 
spoilsman outfit of the old days. 

The Guffey bill, just passed, es¬ 
tablishes a new NRA for the bitu¬ 
minous coal business, and probably 
will smooth out the chaotic condi¬ 
tion in that much distressed indus¬ 
try. There is need for such a stabi¬ 
lizer, but it will be administered at 
the price of merit in federal gov¬ 
ernment. In the first place Joe Guf¬ 
fey, United States senator from 
Pennsylvania, saw to it that the 
head of this stabilizing proces.s 
would be a body of eight men 
instead of merely one administra¬ 
tor. The eight are to draw ten thou¬ 
sand dollars a year apiece. That is 
nearly as many members as there 
are in the President’s cabinet of 
ten, who run the regular federal 
government and are paid only $15,- 
000 apiece.

A LTHOUGH naturally we go to 
I the animal kingdom for a large 
part of our supply of muscle-build¬ 
ing food which is scientifically 
I know’n as protein, the vegetable 
kingdom will also contribute to our 
daily needs. Nuts and vegetables, 
such as beans, peas and lentils, 

■ which are called legumes, supply 
' us with liberal amounts of this im¬ 
portant element in good nutrition. 
We also find worthw’hile amounts in 
cereals. 

Nuts are not unlike meat in con¬ 
tent, because they are high in both 
protein and fat. They vary as far 
as their mineral content is con¬ 
cerned, as some are w’ell supplied 
I and others contain little. The leg¬ 
umes are higher in protein and low¬ 
er in fat. Instead of the fat, they 
contribute carbohydrates. Both nuts 
and legumes have a high caloric 
value. The latter as well furnish 
important amounts of minerals. 
Both nuts and legumes will give us 
vitamin B. The addition of nuts to 
vegetable dishes will add protein 
and flav^or. 

Legumes used in such dishes as 
I baked beans, split pea soup, black 
or white bean soup and in other 
ways make satisfying dishes. 
Lentils, Mecklenburg Style. 

I 1 cup lentils 

I 1 quart water 

! teaspoon salt 
' 1 cup diced salt pork 

*4 cup minced onion 
V4 cup diced celery 
1 tablespoon flour 
j V-i cup vinegar 
cup water 
1 Pepper 

I Wash lentils and soak several 
hours in water. Add the salt and 
I cook in the same water until tender, 

I about one hour. Fry the salt pork 
in a skillet until crisp and deli¬ 
cately brown; add the onions and 
the celery and cook three minutes. 
Sprinkle this mixture with the flour 
and stir until well mixed. Drain 
the lentils and add wTlh the vinegar, 
water and pepper to the salt pork 
mixture. Heat well and serve as 
a luncheon or supper dish. 

Split Pea Soup. 

' pound split peas 

3 cups beef stock 
Salt, pepper 

i 1 sprig parsley 
I 1 bay leaf 

1 tablespoon flour 
i 1 tablespoon butter 

I 1 large onion, grated 

I Chopped parsley 

I Soak the peas ov’ernight, drain, 

I add stock and seasonings and sim¬ 
mer about two hours. Press through 
a sieve, return to saucepan. Rub 
flour and butter together and stir 
I into the soup, stirring constantly. 
Cook for five minutes and serve 
with a sprinkling of grated onion 
and minced parsley on top. 

Black Bean Soup. 

1 cup black beans 
H 2 quarts water 

1 sliced onion ! 

^4 pound salt pork 

6 cloves I 

2 bay leaves j 

1 stalk celery 

Salt, pepper 

Sliced lemon ; 

Hard-cooked egg 

Sherry 

Soak beans overnight. Add wa¬ 
ter, onion, salt pork, cloves, bay 
leaves, celery and salt and pepper 
and simmer until beans are soft. 
Add more water if necessary. Press 
through a coarse sieve, add enough 
water to give desired consistency, 
reheat and serve with sliced lemon, 
sliced hard-cooked egg and sherry.

Nut and Date Muffins. | 

^4 cup shortening 1 

*4 cup sugar 

1 egg 

2 cups flour 

4 teaspoons baking p' > •• 

teaspoon salt 
1 cup milk 
>2 cup sliced nuts 
^2 cup cut dates 

Cream shortening, stir in sugar, 
and add beaten egg. Mix and sift 
together flour, salt, and baking pow¬ 
der and add alternately with the 
milk. Add nuts and dates which 
have been dredged in flour. Pour 
into well greased muffin pans and 
bake 25 minutes in a moderate ov¬ 
en, (375 degrees F'ahrenheit).

The Scholarly Finger of Jupiter. 

The outstanding characteristics of 
this type are its extremely irregu¬ 
lar contour and pronounced inclina¬ 
tion toward the second finger. These 
indicate a high degree of concen¬ 
tration and reflection. While the 
forefinger of the overcautious type 
crooks rather than bends toward 
the second finger, the scholarly type 
not only bends toward it but almost 
leans against it throughout its entire 
length. 

When viewed from the back, the 
scholarly type has a bony wrinkled 
look that immediately differentiates 
it from all other types. The nail of 
this type may vary, on some fore¬ 
fingers being broad and squared, on 
others long and narrow. In either 
case, the nail itself is often found 
to be ribbed in its structure.

In a finished house, sound¬ 
proofing is not always possible, be¬ 
cause some of the sound is carried 
through the framework. 

An inside wall usually consists of 
wood studs, to which the plaster or 
other surfaces are attached on both 
sides. Some of the sound is carried 
through by the studs, and more by 
the vibration of the parts of the 
walls between the studs. Packing 
the spaces in the walls with rock 
wool or other material will cut down 
some of the sound, but not all of it. 
For a greater degree of sound-proof¬ 
ing, a second wall can be built on 
one side of the offending wall. This 
consists of studs, to be surfaced 
with stiff insulating boards, or bet¬ 
ter yet, with lath and a kind of 
plaster that absorbs sound waves. 
This wall should be separated from 
the main wall by an inch at the 
closest points; there should be no 
actual contacts between them. The 
same idea can be used to reduce 
noise through a ceiling by the build¬ 
ing of a false ceiling that is no¬ 
where in contact with the one 
above. 

Noise through a floor can also be 
deadened from the upper side by 
laying stiff insulating boards, and 
placing a new floor on top.
